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Court order forces Catholic 
hospital to sterilize woman 
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Bishop Maher calls state court decision on abortion ‘tragic’ — 


BISHOP LEO T. MAHER described as 
“tragic” and a “big step against life” a 
California Supreme Court decision which, in 
effect, paves the way for abortion on demand in 
this state. 


The court’s 4-3 ruling on Nov. 22 further 
liberalized the 1967 Therapeutic Abortion Act, 
one of the more permissive abortion laws in the 
country. 


The effect is that now any woman may obtain a 
legal abortion up to the first 20 weeks of 
pregnancy simply on request by a licensed 
doctor in an accredited hospital. 

“NO LONGER IS the child’s life balanced 
against the mother’s life or health,” Bishop 
Maher said. “Now, it can be sacrificed in cir- 
cumstances which society can choose. 

“The court, in interpreting this for the citizens 
of California, has chosen to sacrifice the child’s 
life at the mother’s whim. In doing so, the high 
court has taken a big step against life.”’ 


He called the decision ‘‘tragic” because it is a 
“clear example of judicial legislation’? and 
because it ‘ignores the right to life of the unborn 
child.” 


“BY STRIKING AT two provisions of the law, 
rather than at the entire piece of legislation, the 
high court has taken upon itself the function of 
the legislature — that of making law. It is but one 
more link in a chain of decisions throughout the 
country attempting to encroach upon the func- 
tion of lawmakers.” 


The court struck down sections of the law 
which permitted abortion when there is a 
“substantial risk that continuance of the 
pregnancy would gravely impair the physical or 
mental health of the mother.” 


It ruled that the phrases “‘gravely impair’ and 
“mental health” as medical criteria for abortion 
are so “‘impermissively vague’ as to be un- 
constitutional. 


THE COURT THEN killed the requirement 
that local hospital committees must approve an 
abortion, saying that these committees now have 
no medical criteria on which to base their 
decision. 


“It is our hope and prayer,” said Bishop 
Maher, “‘that the citizens of California, will be 
properly outraged at this decision and that their 
concern will eventually be reflected by the 
legislators and judges who have been elected to 
serve them.” 


The decision also was criticized by Gov. 
Ronald Reagan who said, through an aide, that 
he is “‘totally opposed to wide-open unlimited 
abortions which can only amount to a license to 
kill.”’ 


THE COURT UPHELD a section permitting 
abortion in cases of rape or incest. It did not rule 
on the constitutionality of the ban against 
abortion after 20 weeks of pregnancy.

Oh! Those visiting theologians 


Recent speakers in the CCD adult education 
program seem to be causing a flurry of interest and 
ire. As each speaker comes through San Diego and 
San Bernardino there is a backwash of ‘‘theological ”’ 
argument, accusations of heresy and a spate of mail to 
our Opinion Forum. 


Brother Gabriel Moran on revelation, and Father 
Kenan Osborne, OFM, on process theology, have 
particularly sparked controversy and debate — which 
at least is interest. This is caused partly by what they 
said and partly by what they are reported to have said, 
depending on whether people attended personally or 


- merely read reports. 


‘We have: been accused of failing to editorialize 


_ against these speakers (see Opinion Forum page 5) 


‘~when the news you report threatens to damage the 
faith of your readers,”’ as one correspondent put it. 
This is an interesting observation, in itself worth a 
whole evening of debate. 


Priests’ in-service training 

Let’s look at the history of these lectures. They 
started a few years ago with a series of talks spon- 
sored by the priests’ senate as in-service training for 
priests. In those days about 300 priests attended — and 
the lectures were during morning or afternoon hours. 


Then it was felt that sisters could benefit and the 
invitation was extended. Eventually the idea evolved

help to cover the cost of special speakers such as

Attendance became open to all. Subsequently we 
have seen a drastic drop in priest attendance — 
priests are busy in their parishes most evenings — a 
regularly moderate showing of sisters and a good 
proportion of laity. The series has suffered a change of 
identity from clerical renewal to ‘‘adult education.” 
There lies the trouble, perhaps 


Plurality of theology 


As we know, the speakers have been admired, 
detested and challenged, depending on your point of 
view. Some pastors felt they made confusion worse 
confounded for the laity, many of whom have not yet 
reached the stage where the principle of plurality of 
theology is acceptable. 


How do we get to those who have reached adulthood 
but need to study their religion? We each have a 
responsibility to answer for our faith in a world full of 
questions. We are shirking our responsibility as post- 
Vatican II laymen in the Church if we don’t bother to 
find the answers. Popular classes by some local 
teachers (priest and lay) a few years back brought 
reasonable response, but not enough. Some local 
parish programs now are eminently successful, while 
others die on the vine. The big-name speakers of the 
last year or two have not achieved very much among 
ordinary parishioners. So where do we go from here? 
One thing is certain — we have to keep trying to find a 
way.

Farce of justice 


Few of us will ever forget the five-month long farce 
which was enacted during the trial of the seven 
Chicago conspiracy defendants two years ago. It came 
as no surprise that the U. S. Court of Appeals over- 
turned the verdict of Judge Julius J. Hoffman. 


Now described as ‘“‘deprecatory and often an- 
tagonistic,”’ the courtroom behavior of Judge Hoff- 
man made a mockery of all that justice should mean. 
While in no way defending the actions of those who 
were accused — either in court or out of it — we must 
constantly strive to be true to the spirit of justice, in 
the fullest sense of the word.

Let us really believe it 
is a challenge to our charity.. 


And let us act accordingly. Or be ‘‘as nothing.” |

Perhaps our difficulty 
could be best expressed by 
substituting “blacks” in 
Pope Paul’s statement and 
imagining how it would 


sound were the Church to. 


exclude blacks from the 
priesthood and then Say, 
“The Church is satisfied 
that this in no way 
diminishes the dignity of 
blacks.” 

This is indeed so far from 
the mind of Pope Paul that 
he is quoted in the same 
report as having said that 
the Church may have a 
black Pope some day. 


That the “Church” is 
satisfied with the present 
status of women ean 
scarcely be an unqualified 
truth, unless by “Church” 
one means the Pope or the 
hierarchy. 


The part of the Church 
that is writing this letter is 
not at. all satisfied that the 
exclusion of women from 
the priesthood does not 
diminish the dignity of 
women. 


This is because she knows 
that the standard theologi- 
cal arguments of the past 
against the ordination of 
women have been based on 
an Aristotelian-Thomistic 
assumption that women 
were, by nature, inferior to 
men intellectually and mor- 
ally. 


Almost every theologian 
who has written on the sub- 
ject in the past fifteen 
years, has come to the con- 
clusion that there are no 
good theological arguments 
against the ordination of 
women. 


That Christ himself 
ordained no women is 
scarcely a strong argument. 
He ordained no Gentiles 
either. 


Perhaps it is significant 
that the first Pope needed 
a vision from heaven before 
he was able to see that Gen- 
tiles should be admitted to 
baptism. (Acts 10:9-33) 


When St. Paul lays down 
disciplinary principles for 
the conduct of women 
within the Church he gener- 
ally accompanies these 
with similar prescriptions 
for slaves. 

But Paul also wrote — 
and this is his only clear 
doctrinal statement about 
women: “In Christ Jesus 
there is neither Jew nor 
Greek, neither slave nor 
free, neither male nor 
female; you are all one in 
him.” (Galatians 3:26)

Advent should be spring 


AS WOMEN WILL, we were talking 
about...the advent of Christmas decor 
in shopping centers and the start of 
Advent and the new liturgical year. 


Advent brings a sense of anticipatory 
excitement like no other season, I 
think. Easter seems more solemn. 
Perhaps the incredible mystery of the 
Resurrection is too great for us, and the 
responsibility and Christian im- 
perative it raises lie too heavily upon 
our reluctant spirits. 


Advent stems from more familiar 
ground. The waiting for a birth of a 
child. The whole world is awaiting this 
birth — all its hopes are centered there. 


WITH LENT, Advent shares a 
preparation for the coming of Christ, 
and an eager hopefulness to com- 
memorate and celebrate the promise of 
a new life. 


There is a forward-looking, op- 
timistic thrust to these weeks. Our 
focus is on the future, on an event not 
yet realized. In spite of the vague 
dismay and irritation which the 
commercial aspects of impending 
festivities manage to arouse in me, 
intermingled and pervading it all, is an 
awesomeness, a breathless awareness 
— as though the earth were caught in a 
kind of hiatus. 


Each year a stirring of wonder is 
renewed. Each year it seems as though 
now, at last, all those longings for 
peace and love will find the fulfillment 
we seek, in the coming of God-born- 
man. 


IT IS INCONGRUOUS to me that 
Advent should fall in winter as it does 
here — or in the summer as in the 
Southern Hemisphere: Of all seasons, it 
seems most essentially of the 
springtime, when earth unfolds to new 
growth and new blossoming. 


In the liturgy, the public worship of 
the Church, the theme throughout the 
four weeks is one of expectation and 
points to the miracle of renewed birth, 
and the miracle of miracles of this 
birth. 


Our traditional customs, too little 
observed alas, foster the same steady 
rise of excitement. The four candles of 
the Advent wreath mark time as they 
are gradually lighted — one each week 
— until all flame forth together on the 
last Sunday before Christmas, sym- 
bolically heralding the Light of the 
World. 


PARISH CRIB scenes, so lovingly 
arranged, await the figure of the Child. 
Choirs become caught in their seasonal 
conflict with grace-notes and descants 
of carols!

Interestingly enough, an echo of our 
Advent candles is heard in the Jewish 
feast of the Holiday of Lights, which 
falls within this season. It com- 
memorates a ‘‘miracle’”’ which occured 
in the rededication of the Temple after 
the Macabee’s victory over the Syrian 
Greeks in 165 B.C. 


A cruse of oil, found sealed in the 
Temple, was known to contain only 
sufficient for one day’s burning, yet 
flamed steadily for eight days. In honor 
of the “miracle,” Jewish homes light 
one candle after dark on the first 
night of the holiday. On the second 
night, two are lighted and so on until 
on the final evening eight candles are 
burning bravely. 


FROM THE EARLY days of the 
Church, preparation for Christmas has 
been a time for personal assessment 
and spiritual revitalization. From the 
fourth century, when the Feast of the 
Nativity was instituted, there has been 
a liturgy for Advent. 


Homilies of St. Gregory the Great, 
who lived in the sixth century, include a 
sermon for the Second Sunday of Ad- 
vent. The importance of this time for 
the Christian is very evident. 


It is the season to be merry, but it is 
also the season of renewal. At this time, 
everything circulates around newness 
and promise. 


NEW LIFE AND the promise of 
growth. A new year and the promise of 
good things to come. New hope and the 
promise of its fulfillment. 


All of Christian life is a waiting, a 
watching and a readying for the en- 
counter with Christ. In its real, li- 
turgical sense, Advent is an instruc- 
tion to a way of life.

In a 1958 Instruction from Rome we read 
that tape recorders, turntables and the like 
may be used ‘‘even in the church, but outside 
liturgical services and pious exercises, in 
order to listen to the Supreme Pontiff or the 
Ordinary of the place (i.e., the bishop) or 
other sacred orators. They may also be used 
to instruct the faithful in Christian doctrine, 
in sacred chant or in popular religious song, 
as well as for directing and sustaining the 
singing of the people during processions 
outside the church.”’ 

According to this document, then, 
mechanical devices may be used, for it adds: 
“The use of film projectors, especially motion 
picture machines, whether silent or with 
sound, is strictly prohibited in church, even 
though it is for a pious, religious or charitable 


church and even during Mass. I asked one 
bishop about the strict legality of this prac- 
tice, and he answered that he had sent this 
question to Rome four times and never 
received a reply. 


Precisely because audio-visuals are being 
used in many places, the Federation of 
Diocesan Liturgical Commissions composed 
some guidelines which appéared in our 
diocesan Liturgy Music Bulletin (March 
1972). Some of the salient points are: 


— Audio-visual material used in the lit- 
urgy should not be the kind of entertain- 
ment which turns a congregation into an 
audience. 


— Because the audio-visual media are so 
powerful, they must not ‘‘upstage”’ the rest of 
the celebration. Audio-visuals can present a 
great danger if not used well. 


— There appears to be a limit on the number 
of audio-visual units that can be used 
satisfactorily at any one liturgy. The limit 
remains to be defined, but normally more 
than one unit would be difficult to handle. 


Finally, it should be noted that the suc- 
cessful employment of audio-visuals requires 


a great deal of preparation for effectiveness. 
This means hours of planning and the 
acquisition of top-quality machines. There is 
not much room for middle-ground: either an 
A-V presentation is very good or it is a 
disaster. 


QUESTION: 


To gain many indulgences it is said 
that one must go to confession and 
Holy Communion. If he is not in mor- 
tal sin, is it necessary to go to confes- 
sion and must he go every time? I 
especially have in mind the first 
Friday Holy Communion. Sometimes 
it is not easy to get to confession or 
the priest is not available. 


According to a recent reply from the 
Penitentiary Apostolic in Rome, the con- 
fession is to take place within twenty days 
before or after the indulgence is gained. A 
person who cannot do this may receive an 
extension of time from a confessor. The 
condition that one must confess applies even 
though the person is not in mortal sin.

CUF condemns court-ordered 
sterilization in Catholic hospital

A FEDERAL district court 
order to a Catholic hospital 
to perform a_ sterilization 
operation on a 32-year-old 
mother was condemned by 
Catholics United for the 
Faith as ‘rendering unto 
Caesar things which are 
God’s.”’ 


CUF reported from its 
New Rochelle, INE Yee 
headquarters that Gloria 
Jean Taylor was surgically 
sterilized in St. Vincent’s 
hospital, Billings, Mont., by

“With the completion of 
her tubal ligation (severing 
and tying of her oviducts), 
she became the first woman 
in the nation to undergo 
surgery in a _ Catholic 
medical facility primarily 
intended as a birth control 
measure,” according to an 
editorial in the Billings 
Gazette (Nov. 1, 1972). 


SUBSEQUENTLY Judge 
Battin was reported to have 
altered his ruling to apply 
only ‘‘to women who will 
undergo a caesarean and 
want a tubal ligation at the 
same time.”’ 


The amended order also 
allows a hospital to refuse a 
tubal ligation to a woman it 
feels is a medical risk. 


Mrs. Tayior, described as 
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a “diabetic and in poor 
physical condition,” sought 
to have a tubal ligation in 
connection with the delivery 
of her child. 


IN THE CASE brought in 
her behalf by the American 
Civil Liberties Union, the 
court ordered the operation 
performed at St. Vincent’s . 
It said the hospital had the 
only maternity service in 
the city, an “advantageous 
position accorded by this 
state’s tax structure,’ and 
enjoyed the benefits of 
federal Hill-Burton funds. 


In condemning the court 
ruling, K. D. Whitehead, 
executive vice-president of 
CUF, said St. Vincent’s was 
forced ‘‘to violate Catholic 
moral teaching’ and 
guidelines in the ‘Ethical 
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Pope Paul criticizes 
‘radical Catholics’ 


VATICAN CITY — Pope 
Paul lashed out at “radical 
Catholics’? who want to 
“empty Catholic doctrine of 
its content and certainty and 
make the man himself the 
guiding tool of thought and 
civil behavior.” 


The pontiff said that since 
Vatican II, ‘some unquiet 
spirits had replaced the 
concept of Church refor- 
mation with that of defor- 
mation.” 


“Their precedents,’’ he 
said, ‘‘are in past heresies 
and schisms. 


“THEY HAVE tried to 
have a Church without the 
difficult dogmas, thus re- 
moving from the treasury 
of faith the mysteries of 
divine thought and reducing 
the reality of revealed 
religion to the dimension of 
the human brain. 


‘“‘They even want a Church 
without the cross and 
Christ’s Resurrection.” 


The aim of these “‘radical”’ 
Catholics is a ‘‘purely 
spiritual Church, indifferent 
to moral and social rules, 
without hierarchy, 
obedience, liturgical norms 
and sacrifice,’’ he said. 


“YES, THERE are those 
who think they can be con-

tent with Christ but without 
the obligation to contemplete 
His cross nor to admit to his 
Resurrection. 


“There are still others who 
thought to fill this immense 
void by making the Church 
exactly like the profane 
world, without faith, hope, 
charity, without worthy and 
strong customs, making the 
man himself the guiding tool 
of thought and_ civil 
behavior.” 


Pope Paul noted that ‘“‘a 
Christian’s life-style reflects 


the visible authenticity of his 
interior spirituality.” 


THIS VERY life-style can 
“camouflage him and dress 
him in hypocrisy and make 
him play a fictitious part 
which does not reveal his 
real self — like an actor ina 
play. 

“But”, the Pope added, 
“the intention of man’s life- 
style or manner of dress 
should be to give true out- 
ward sign of his 
Spirituality.”

A NUN AT THE Academy of Our Lady of 
Peace in San Diego has become the No. 1 fan 
of Metropolitan Opera mezzo-soprano Irene 
Dalis — all because of a performance she 
heard while still in high school. 


Sister Sharon Ann Breden, a Sister of St. 
Joseph of Carondolet for nine years, became 
so enthralled with the singer’s career that 
she wrote to her. That was more than a 
dozen years ago.
